Judge Wilkerson 
ruled that his intention was to de- 
ceive the court and suppress the true 
facts. 

He cited the government’s evidence 
in immigration records of an airplane 
trip to the Bahama islands February 
2, 1929, when his physician's affidavit 
stated he was “confined in bed.” 

Shocked by th- suddenness ef the 
verdict, the burly gang chief paused 
in his gum-chewing, rose to his feet 
and surrounded by a battalion of de- 
tectives shouldered his way out of the 
courtroom, 

“We'll get another court to overrule 
this court,” he commented. 

Then his ensemble of brown—the 
third suit in three days of court— 
disappeared in the corridor and he 
was rushed in a squad car to the daily 
rendezvous with his bodyguard. 

Capone is at liberty under $5,000 
bond, and the commitment to jail was 
stayed until 30 days from next Mon- 
day to permit his attorneys to appeal.

K. Lyle in recognition of Capone's 
place at the top of the “public enemy” 
roster. 

Thus the man whose name has been 
mentioned in connection with nearly 
every major crime in Chicago in the 
last five years, the man who is sup- 
posed to have gained a virtual mo- 
nopoly on liquor, vice and gambling 
trade in the Chicago area, toppled 
from his throne of immunity. 

Questioned many times, out on bond 
now on a vagrancy charge, Capone 
had never before been brought to trial 
in his home city. Philadelphia police 
found a concealed weapon on him in 
the spring of 1929 and locked him up 
for almost a year. 

There was no doubt about how hard 
Capone fought the contempt of court 
case. Although he did not take the 
stand himself,.he employed three at- 
torneys to defend him, offered sugges- 


tions as to the cross-examination of | 


witnesses, and was visibly shaken at 
the verdict. 
Capone's witnesses were two doctors 


and two nurses who said he was ac- | 


tually bedridden for three weeks, that 
his condition was very serious and 
that he might have suffered a_ re- 
lapse from: exposure to the cold.

The silver-haired Reed, known as a 
relentless prosecutor but now in the 
role of a defense attorney, performed 
a mock struggle with J. Francis O’Sul- 
livan, associate counsel. 

From Deputy Coroner Stanley M. 
Hall, state witness, Reed drew a 
statement, as the result of his pan- 
tomime, that the two bullets that 
ended Benentt’s life might have been 
fired accidentally during a struggle 
with Mrs. Bennett. 

Dr. Hall has testified Bennett was 
shot just below the left arm and in 
the back. He identified the blood- 
stained and powder-marked polo shirt 
worn by Bennett. Mrs. Bennett broxe 
down and wept as the sbirt was passed 
among the jury. 

The deputy coroner, under question- 
ing by Reed, would not hazard 


opinion as to whether the powder 
marks proved the shots were fired at 
close range as contended by the de- 
fense, in contrast to the state’s theory 
that Bennett was shot as he attempted 
to leave the Bennett apartment while 
his wife pursued him.

In Virginia, spoon bread is 
a favorite dish, and, while made from

Ail potlikker is not alike. There is | 


a kind made from the greens of a 
“broadcast” patch that bas seen many 
a frosty morning and ¢ooked with a 
hunk of fat meat from the side of a 
hog that has long ceased to vote. Then 
we have potlikker made from tender 
greens cultivated in rows and season- 
ed from a streak of lean and streak 
of fat from the side of a prize-winning 
shoat. 

In Mississippi dunkers are’as thick 
as democrats in the interior districts. 
In the cities and larger towns crum- 
blers predominate. Of course, a great 
many “raised” on potlikker claim not 
to know what it is. I expect the sec- 
tion of Louisiana which Governor 
Long has in mind are dunkers. Pot- 
likker is a primitive dish and origi- 
nated where collards were eaten with- 
out a fork and coffee sipped from a 
saucer. 

A cornpone is made without much 
or any grease, being rounded into a 
small pone and cooked until hard, On 
being dunked it does not become 
soggy and is cut with the spoon in 
mixing with the likker.. Modern corn- 
bread is easily crumbled’ and quickly 
converts the liquor into a mushy mass. 
A person with a delicate appetite 
would not consider cornpone while ‘he 
would like cornbread. To a rail split- 
ter or a man who has plowed from 
sun to sun, a big bowl of potlikker 
with two or three cornpones “dunked” 
in would be to him a dish fit for the 
gods. If he were given modern-day 
cornbread cooked with eggs and 
grease and buttered he weuld probably 
neither dunk or crumble it. 

The man way back in the country 
who really knows what toil is, de- 
lights in a big bowl of potlikker with 
two or. three hefty size, well-rounded 
cornpones dunked in and to give it 
zest he eats with it an onion about 
the size of a baseball and sips two 
or three cups of black coffee from the 
saucer. The man who mows the yard 
for exercise would prefer that § the 
grease be skimmed from the likker, 
after which he would crumble into it 
a small piece of “delicious” * egg 
bread.

A bill has been introduced in the 
New York legislature to require 
every owner of an automobile, who 
shall have been found guilty in a 
court of reckless driving, to pur- 
chase and display an additional tag 
of red color and bearing the initials 
ome De” 

It is argued that then other 
drivers and the police will keep 
an eye upon his operations and be 
prompt to catch him in a second 
offense for which his driver’s li- 
cense will be revoked. The measure 
is suggested by the increasing num- 
ber of cases made by traffic offi- 
cers for regkless and dangerous 
driving. 

In a dozen other states, according 
to a summary of pending legisla- 
tion, there are bills to impose dras- 
tic penalties upon unsafe drivers of 
automobiles and trucks. They take 
two popular forms, one to prohibit 
anyone from driving a motor ve- 
hicle in public without prior exam- 
ination of capacity and official li- 
cense; the other to permanently, 
or for a full year, revoke the right 
to drive a car after a second con- 
viction of reckless driving, whether 
the driver be sober or intoxicated. 

The trend all over the country 
is to enforce rigid. traffic regula- 
tions in order to reduce the grow- 
ing volume of automobile killings 
and casualtiés. The roster of the 
dead by automobiles in the past 
year has aroused the public +o self- 
defense against the machines and 
their drivers, hence the movement 
in many legislatures to keep the 
reckless and callous away from the 
steering wheels.

Stituting cotton bagging for jute 
bagging in wrapping the southern 
cotton crop, is as to the amount of 
bagging used.

Lumberjacks. 


One of the great kicks of the so- 
called escaped political prisoners from 
Russia, who are now in ‘Paris “estab- 
lishing the truth about conditions in 
Soviet prison camps,” concerns the 
number of trees each man had to cut 
down in a day’s work. As in all other 
countries where lumbering operations 
are carried on, these Russians work 
in pairs, They rose at 6 in the morn- 
ing and had to show thirty-five trees 
hetw een the two of them before night- 
fall. The trees had to be cut level 
with the soil. They had saws and 
axes, 

Thirty-five trees for two men isn’t 
an awful lot. Canadian lumberjacks 
would smile at the thought that this 
was considered hard w ork. They drop 
thirty-five trees easily in a morning's 
run, aml trim them. The question is 
how thick are those trees in Siberia. 
Ordinary pine forests,. we are told; 
up in Kapuskasing, on the Canadian 
National railway and in the district 
around Iroquois Falls and Porcupine, 
men cut down sixty trees of ordinary 
spruce and balsam, and not only trim 
the tops, but cut the trees up into 4- 
feet lengths for pulpwood, and two or 
three cords of this stuff in a day! 
isn’t anything extraordinary. 

The notching of a tree, say 3 feet 
in diameter, takes five minutes at the 
mt, Two men notching away can 
prepare thirty-five trees for sawing 
down in a couple of hours, say in 
three hours. But that would be slow 
work, Sawing the trees down, which 
means the two individual notchers 
must work together, would take an- 
other three or four hours. Seven hours 
all. Those Russians had a soft 
time. Ask any of the Canadian vet- 
erans who t ‘k up forest land on the 
transcontinental after the war.

He saw things 
as we see them when a low autumn 
mist hangs over the meadows, vague 
and gaunt, emerging, into reality, as 
it were. It is in this way that the 
genius of Epstein conceived the dawn 
of creation. The esthetes may fume at 
him all they like. Epstein’s marble 
comes remarkably close to the miodern 
idea of the awakening of man to the 
consciousness of humanity through ev- 
olution.

Christianity Not a Red Cross. 

Christianity was not propagated by 
the apostles ‘of Christ for charitable 
relief purposes. It was not designed 
to be the world’s “Red Cross” to feed, 
clothe, house and nurse the needy. 

Of course its principles lay that ob- 
ligation upon every one of its devo- 
tees in. proportion to his abilities: But 
Christianity’s high office is to teach 
men how to live, and not how and 
where to beg. And a truly Christian 
people would have no general poverty

The Responsibittity of Wealth. 
There has been, since the conclusion |

YOU CAN’T KEEP A CHRONIC 
RHEUMATIC DOWN. 

In my time I suppose I have predis- 

posed a lot of-old rheumatics to apo- 

plexy by my contemptible habit of 


asserting that there is no such thing 
as rheumatism and anyway it has 
nothing to do with the weather. If 
there’s anything that raises the blood 


pressure of these obstinate and unrea-

‘Here’s the Path 
A Vet Follows 
To Get a Loan 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(#)— 
Here's what the veteran has to do to 
borrow half the face value of his ad- 
justed compensation certificate : 

If he has obtained a loan he may 
present in person or mail to one of 
the 54 regional offices the record of 
it and the application for more. 

Those who have not received loans 
must mail to the office or present a 
certified note to that effect along 
with discharge papers and the certifi- 
cate. Notes can be obtained from the 
regional offices and veterans’ organi- 
zations. 

Regional offices are in Atlanta, 
Birmingham, Charlotte, N. C.; Colum- 
bia, S. C.; Little Rock, Nashville, 
New Orleans and Richmond.

So much depends upon the leader 
of an organization that the process of 
selection of the more capable and the 
elimination of the unfit were constant- 
ly in operation. A competent leader 
can get efficient service from poor 
troops, while an incapable leader can 
demoralize the best troops. 

Training in quiet sectors in asso- 
ciation with French divisions, upon 
which they laid so much stress, was 
often disappointing, as French units 
coming out of the battle line, tired 
and worn, were not active and failed 


to set an example of aggressiveness, 


which we were striving to inculeate

immediately responsible, but 
were often handicapped by the leth- 
argy and laxity of the French. After 
considerable experience, it was the 
inevitable conclusion that, exeept for 
the details of trench warfare, training 
under the French or British was of 
little value. 

The adherence at home to instruc- 
tion in trench warfare that was ad- 
vocated by French instructors left 
us to teach open warfare. This was 
a task not easily overcome in the 
brief time that could be devoted to 
training after troops began to arrive 
in large numbers, under circumstances 
that demanded their early entry into 
active participation in operations. I 
had continued to insist.that this ques- 
tion be given serious attention by the 
war department. 

The following extract from a cable 
sent to Washington June 20 seems 
pertinent: 

The reasons for sending men 
with insufficient instruction are 
fully appreciated in view of the 
large increase in number of 
troops sent over during past 
three months, and the inequali- 
ties in training are fully consid- 
ered here. The plan of separa- 
ting recently drafted men from 
divisions and giving them special 
training for a longer period than 
the others before being put in the 
line has already been adopted. 
It will, however, reduce the fight- 
ing strength considerably of sev- 
eral divisions to be ordered into 
the line, 

Must Keep Divisions Intact. 

This situation emphasizes the 
importance of establishing the 
rule at home of keeping divis- 
ions intact, both as to officers 
and enlisted men, from the time 
they are organized until they are 
sent to France. The lan of 
using divisions through which to 
pass large numbers of men for 
instruction is very detrimental to 
thorough training of the divisions. 
It need not be pointed out that it 
takes much time to consolidate a 
division into a homogeneous fight- 
ing unit and build up its spirit. 
Almost without exception, di- 
vision commanders complain of 
the methods that have been fol- 
lowed. I recommend that in fu- 
ture the training of replacements 
and of special troops of all kinds 


be kept. distinct from that of di- 
visions. 

Our inspections of divisions re- 
cently arrived show that the 
training is uneven and _  ~yaries 
much in different divisions, It 
appears superficial in many cases 
and generally lacks spirit and ag- 
gressiveness. In most of these 
divisions little attention has been 
given to training in open war- 
fare, and in this regard younger 
officers are especially deficient. 
The training appears to have been 
carried on in aperfunctory way 
and without efficient supervision.

With good intent, no doubt, the 
war department in July by cable 
stated that the policy of keeping di- 
visions intact would be followed, al- 
though the harm had already been 
done, as most of the divisions that 
served abroad had departed by that 
time o> were sent soon afterwards. 


After visits to units that had lately 
joined, further attention was given to 
the physical qualifications necessary 
in our higher officers. The British 
and French both had commented un- 
favorably upon the evident inactivity 
of many and even the informity of a 
few of the officers who had been sent 

er during the preceding months to 
the 
front. 

It had been proved over and over 
again by the Allies that only’ the 
strongest could stand the continuous 
and nerve-racking strain of actual bat- 
tle. Many of th: disasters that had 
come to the Allies were,due in a large 
part to the lack of energy and alert- 
ness on the part of older commanders, 
who often failed to exercise that eter- 
nal personal supervision and tactical 
direction necessary to success. 

M. Clemenceau himself, then 76, 
said that the French had made a seri- 
ous error in retaining old officers in 
the service whom they later had to 
retire in considerable numbers. 

It was a question not merely of 
being able to pass a perfunctory medi- 
cal examination, but vigor, stamina 
and the instincts of leadership were 
required. Inactive officers only threw 
extra burdens upon their staffs. We 
had too long been accustomed in our 
service to regard a general officer's 
position as one that did not require 
activity. 

Not a few of the older officers, 
upon being called to high command, 
had occupied themselves too much 
with minor matters of administration, 
others with supply, to the neglect of 
personal supervision of instruction of 
their. commands in the tactical re- 
quirements of battle. It was the ex- 
ception to find such men equal to 
the active command of troops. 

Pershing Urged Age Limit. 


I had early recommended that offi- 
cers beyond the age of 40 for briga- 
diers and 45 for major generals should 
not be selected for active command 
in France except in rare instances. It 
had become no longer a question of 
theory. Yet up to the end valuable 
time was spent in attempts to pre- 
pare such officers for service, time 
which should have been devoted to 
7 training of more promising mate- 
rial. 

All questions of policy were as far 
as possible taken up with the secre- 
tary of war. My experience in at- 
tempting to cover such matters by 
cable to the secretary furnished: con- 
clusive evidence that the best way to 
get them before him was through di- 
rect mail correspondence, as frequent- 
ly, cabled requests were acted on 
without his knowledge and often in a 
manner adverse to the best interests. 
One of these questions was that of 
promotion to the grade of general 


| officer. 


After frequent attempts to obtain 
promotion of several colonels 


tested in active service, ‘and having 


failed to get their names included in 


n recent list of promotions, I sent a 


cable asking a reconsideration of my 
_recommendations, suggesting that it be 
‘shown the secretary in person. 


I also wrote the secretary imme- 
giving him my point of view 


In a letter from him some 
time later, it was clear that the cable 


had not been submitted to him, as he 
stated in his usual cordial manner 
that it was his full intention to give 
every consideration to the men of 
proved efficiency in France, which 
was, in principle, all that I could 
wish. In practice, however, this was 
not altogether carried out by his sub- 
ordinates, 

One subject that caused Secretary 
Baker some anxiety at that time was 
giving the press news of our opera- 
tions in a way that would meet the 
persistent demands without disclosing 
the numbers or locations of our forces, 
and which would “prevent the war 
department from being regarded as 
suppressing and withholding news.” 

Although necessarily never entirely 
satisfactory from either the news 
point of view or from that of morale 
building at home, this matter was ad- 
justed as far as practicable through 
the distribution to the press by the 
depart .ent of material contained in 
the periodical communiques published 
from my headquarters and cabled to 
the secretary, 

These and such information from 
my confidential cables on the situa- 
tion as the war department thought 
might be safely given out furnished 
thereafter the basis of information to 
the press at home. It was ,of course, 
fully recognized among the armies 
that communiques rarely gave either 
fully or frankly alt the facts. A com- 
plete statement in a communique 
might often have discouraged one's 
own people and encouraged the enemy. 
It was therefore natural that com- | 
muniques by opposing armies report- | 
ing the same engagement were often 
widely at variance, 

My diary notes the establishment of 
the military board of allied supply ut 
this time, June 22, 1918. The prin- 
ciple of co-operation as to supplies 
in common use among the armies 
which I had long advocated finally 
was recognized after prolonged debate 
and discussion. The board consisted of 
one representative from each of the 
Allied armies. It was simply the rep- 
resentative body of the several supply 
departments of the respective armies, 
and had nothing whatever to do with 
actual procurement. 

It was expected to study questions 
of supply and adopt proper meas- 
ures for the co-ordination of Allied 
resources and utilities. 

Our supply officers were enjoined 
to utilize the services of the board 
in seeking the equitable allotment of 
supplies and in co-operating with cor- 
responding supply officers of the Al- 
lied armies, Colonel Charles G. 
Dawes, who had charge in a more 
limited sphere of the co-ordination 
of our own supply departments, was 
detailed as the American member of 
the board. 

Courage of Negro Troops. 

Cables from the war department 
June 22 stated that the colored peo- 
ple at home were being told that 
negro soldiers in France were always 
placed in the most dangerous posi- 
tions, were being sacrificed to save 
white troops, and were often left on 
the field to die without medical at- 
tention. It was not difficult to guess 
the origin of this sort of propaganda. 
As a matter of fact, none of these 
troops had been in line except in 
quiet sectors. Those I had recently 
seen were in fine sp rits and seemed 
keen for active service, 

The only colored combat troops in| 
France were those of the 92d divi-} 
sion, then in a quiet sector in the 
Vosges, and the four infantry regi- 
ments of the 93d, each attached to a 
French division. Several individuals 
serving with the French had already 
receiyed the Croix de Guerre for con- 
duct in raids, 
| My service with colored troops in 
| the army had left a favorable impres- 
sion in my mind. In the field on the 
frontier and elsewhere they were re- 
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liable and courageous, and the old 
10th cavalry (colored) with which I 
served in Cuba, made an enviable 
record there. Under capable white 
officers and with sufficient training, 
colored troops had always acquitted 
themselves creditably. 

When told of these rumors the col- 
ored troops were indignant, and later 
they did everything possible to coun- 
teract such false reports. It was 


gratifying to learn shortly afterward 
that congress had passed very positive 
legislation against that sort of propa- 
ganda. The following paragraph from 
a cable sent at the time is pertinent: 


Exploit of two colored infantry- 
men some weeks ago in repelling 
much larger German patrol, kill- 
ing and wounding several Ger- 
mans and winning Croix de 
Guerre by their gallantry, has 
roused fine spirit of emulation. 
throughout colored troops, all of . 
whom are looking forward to 
more active service. Only regret 
expressed by colored troops is 
that they are not given more dan- 
gerous work to do. 


They are éspecially amused at 
the stories being circulated that ~ 
the American colored troops are 
placed in the most dangerous posi- 
tions, and all are desirious of 
having more active service than 
has been permitted them so far.

Walter Lippmann, editor, and 
Ralph E. Renaud, managing editor, 
were in Renaud’s office, looking down 
on City Hall Park, when the decision 
came. They got the news first. 

Renaud hurried out to the desk of 
Benjamin Franklin, night city editor. 
He told Franklin what had happened, 
a reporter burst through the door, 
bearing a copy of the decision. Par- 
rott sat down at his typewriter, 

While his colleagues leaned over 
his shoulder, reading each word as it 
appeared, he wrote his lead: 

“Sale of the World, the Evening 
World and the Sunday World—the 
three newspapers that Joseph Pulitzer, 
the elder, left in trust for his heirs— 
was authorized early this morning by 
Surrogate James A. Foley.” 

Paragraph by paragraph it follow- 
ed. It was hurried across the city 
desk, to the copy desk and sped up to 
the composing room under the dome. 
It has been customary for some 
time for the World to print an “ear” 
on page one of its last edition each 
day. The “ear” said, “Final News 
Edition.” Today it was just that. 

The Quarter-Century Club, compos- 
ed of World employes who had been on 
the job 25 years ot more, had been 
turned into an alumni institution. 

Many of these old-timers were on 
hand when the paper was put to bed 
for the last time. The lobster crew 
of the Evening World, not knowing 


whether they were to mit out a paper 
today or whether their sobs had 4 
with last night’s multiple-star sport- 
ing edition, reported for work as usual. 
W hen . they got the news they left 
their typewriters, pastepots and 
shears, and joined the throng in the 
city room of the Morning World, 
where another staff was handling fhe 
story of the death of the papers. 

Once again the illusion that news- 
papermen are hard-boiled fellows, un- 
touchable by emotion, was broken.

A thronged Morning World city 
room at 2 a.m. was an unusual sight, 
ordinarily at that time only about six 
men were on hand, there for emer- 
gency.

Will Go to Knoxville in 
Fund Investigation.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 27.—(*) 
A shift of scene to Knoxville will be 
made by the. investigating legislators 
Wednesday night after six weeks of 
probing in Nashville into the loss of 
‘state funds in bank failures. 

There they will inquire into how 
nearly $3,000,000 of the’ common- 
wealth’s money got jammed in the 
closedown of the Holston-Union Na- 
tional Bank and the Holston Trust 


Company, affiliated institutions. The 
legislators will move in a full body by 
train to Knoxville where they will 
conduct hearings Thursday and Fri- 
day and possibly Saturday when they 
will turn back to the capital city. 


Permission his been granted by the 
treasury depar.iment, Chairman Wal- 
ter Faulkner said, to go into the af- 
fairs of the Holston Union National 
Bank with some limitations. 

“We will make a blanket investiga- 
tion into the whole situation over 
there,” said the chairman. “The state 
had $2,630,000 in the Holston Union 
and £250,000 in the Holston Trust 
Company when they shut up.” 

Before adjournment here today un- 
til Monday at 1 p. m., the committee 
permitted E. A. Goodloe, former 
cashier of the Bank of Tennessee, to 
complete his testimony and gave a 
start to Timothy Graham Donovan, 
former secretary-treasurer of the Cald- 
well organization. Their information 
was more in the nature of an elabora- 
tion on that of J. Dewitt Carter, for- 
mer vice president of the two Caldwell 
institutions, who took the stand as the 
first of five former Caldwell officers 
granted immunity from prosecution in 
exchange for their revelations. 

The big, strapping, smiling Dono- 
van. introduced as a son of the “Green 
Isle’ who had dropped the “O” prefix 
to his name, told the committee that 
in the year preceding the sinking of 
the Caldwell establishments that “if 
anyone came around with money, we 
would put the strangle hold on them.” 

When they would hear that state 
officers’ had any state deposits for 
them he said that runners would “hot- 
foot it” to the capital. He said he 
went there twice himself to get a half 
million dollar deposit from State 
Treasurer John Nolan. On his second 
call, he said the treasurer wanted to 
know why he was in such a hurry for 
the deposit and Donovan told him 
“that’s a lot of money.” 

But’ on last November 1, around 
noon, four days before the bank 
closed, he said he was ordered by 
Rogers Caldwell, president, to stop re- 
ceiving deposits in the Bank of Ten- 
nessee; Deposits totaling $19,357.33 
received that day previous to the stop 
order, he said, were deposited by the 
bank to the credit of the depositors 
in the Fourth and First National 
Bank. 

“Did Caldwell & Company or 
Rogers Caldwell know that you had 
been accepting deposits up to that 
time?” asked Attorney Joe V, Wil- 
liams, committee counsel. 

“[ would say yes,” replied Donovan, 

He explained that E. J. Heitzeberg, 
a vice president, did not know about 
the deposits because he was out of 
the city “the latter part of October 
and returned to Nashville Novem- 
ber 2.” 

“And you continued to receive de- 
Dosits up until the day of Novem- 
ber 1%” 

\ “The bank did, yes.” 

‘He jadded that Rogers Caldwell re- 
ceived) a salary of $96,000 a year. 

Donovan compared the Bank of 
Tennessee and Caldwell Co, to the 
“Siamese Twins” with each depend- 
ent upon the other. 

“Do you know that when the 
Siamese Twins died, the doctors per- 
formed an operation on one, and the 
other who was in perfect health died 
within three hours?” asked Williams. 

“Practically the same thing hap- 
pened here,” Donovan. answered. 

He said Caldwell & Co. operated 
almost entirely on borrowed money 
and that the capital stock of the com- 
pany, organized in 1917, was not paid 
up until 10 years later. He said the 
capital stock was increased to $1,- 
000,000 in June, 1929, and to §$2,- 
000,000 early in 1930. He believed 
the last increase was made shortly 
before the alliance of Caldwell & Co. 
and the Bancokentucky Company, of 
Louisville, both of which went down.

Maintain Contact With

PASADENA, Cal., Feb. 27.—( 
Albert Einstein started home today 
for his apartment in Berlin. 

It was a simple, kindly and affec- 
tionate adieu the world famous phys- 
icist bade the group of scientists and 
research workers with whom he has 
been thinking for two months. 

There was no farewell note in the 
departure, for 6,000 miles or so is 
relatively no separation for those who 
are seeking a solution for the mystery 
of the structure of the universe and 
deal in terms of parsecs as a unit, 
one parsec being 18,000,000,000,000 
miles, 

He leaves his wor's here as well 
as taking it with him. Work he 
leaves inclues problems of observa- 
tion for the Mount Wilson Carnegie 
Institution of Washington astrono- 
mers, in the field of island universes 
and likewise the sun, and also for 
the California Institute of Technology 
theoretical physicists and methema- 
ticians, in the rea'm of the missing 
links between quamium mechanics and 
Classical laws of physics. 

The work he takes with him are 
the Mount Wilson’ discoveries of 
island universes speeding from the 
earth region 660,000 miles a minute, 
and. of peculiar actions in the rota- 
tion of the sun’s atmosphere, for 
which he will try to find expression 
in equations that will fit into his 
unified field theory. 

Close contact will be maintained 
by Dr. Walter S. Adams, Dr. Edwin 
Hubble, Dr. Charles E. St. John and 
other noted astronomers of Mount 
Wilson, with Einstein, as also will 
Dr. Richard Chace Tolman, Dr. Boris 
Podolsky, who are engaged in com- 
piling a study jointly with Einstein 
on some phases of quantum mechanics 


that will be contributed to science 
perhaps this year.

The latest eligible is Percy Beard, 
Alabama Poly hurdler who is a world 
record holder at 70 yards.

RECORD IS CROWN. 


Actually, however, it was not the 

. A. U. meet that brougbt Beard 
into the top flight of Olympic contend- 
ers. He was as well known here as 
in his native Alabama. Unbeaten this 
year, Beard’s crowning achievement 
came in setting a new world mark. 

A second highly prominent young- 
ster to come to the fore is a miler, 
Carl Coan, of the University of Penn- 
Sylvania. It was Coan who beat the 
veteran, Ray Conger, the other week, 
and in doing so, came within one sec- 
end of the 4:12 record held by Paavo 
Nurmi and Joie Ray. 

Coan, too. is not a one-race ath- 
lete. He bas been striving for the top 
for some years now and at last seems 
to have struck his stride. A junior 
at the University of Pennsylvania, 
Coan is destined to be heard from fre- 
cate before his college days and 

lympic tests are done. 

It was Coan who ran the anchor 
distance of one mile when the Penn 
team established a new world mark 
in the medley relay. This is some- 
thing of a track novelty in which four 
runners go distances of 440 yards, 
220, 880 and one mile. The Penn 
team made the 17-8 miles in 7:30:4, 
exactly five seconds faster than was 
done eight years ago by an Illinois 
A. C. team on which Joie Ray ran 
the anchor leg. 

GREAT TIME. 

Coan ran the A. A. U. champion- 
ship anchor mile in 4:17, which is 
most creditable time for a medley 
event. 

Possibly the most likely Olympic 
team hopeful is Russell Chapman, of 
Bates College, who may be the best 
half-miler in the amateur ranks of 
this -country. His most notable 
achievement of the winter season was 
his victory in the Millrose 880, in 
which he bested Dale Letts, of Chi- 
eago, and Sera Martin, of France. 
Chapman hopes to break the half- 
mile record before the current season 
ends, 

Another athlete who has aspira- 
tions for the international games, and 
one who has»shown a good deal of 
romise, is Joe McCluskey, of Ford- 
am. He has been a fairly consistent 
winner at two miles for two seasons 
and may reach his peak in 1932.

S JOYCE WETHERED «has offered ah admirable suggestion t 
implant the idea of a natural swing in the player’s mind. 


Sh 


suggests that one stand fairly upright with both heels together and 
then start swinging the clubhead around and down, as if a golf ball 


were there, permitting the weight to move with the swing. 


One of 


the greatest of all golfers, Miss Wethered says this system of practice 
or training has helped her more than almost any other single detail. 


‘In the first place, a natural, <. ir-4 

ly upright stance with the heels to- 
gether relieves most of the tension 
in the body. In the second place, 
it is a method that leads to swing- 
ing, rather than to lunging or slug- 
ging. In fact, it is almost impos- 
sible to lunge or slug from this 
stance without toppling over or los- 
ing balance almost completely. The 
idea is, even with the feet close 
together, to let the left side turn and 
most of the weight travel to the 
right with the back swing, then flow 
to the left with the down swing. 
one can work at this 15 or 20 min- 
utes a day it is a much simpler mat- 
ter to discover at last just what the 
olf should be like and feel like. Un- 
ler this test the clubhead gets much 
g.eater freedom and travels at a fast- 
er pace, because it isn’t interfered 
with by any violent or sudden body 
action. 


CLOSER FEET. 
T MIGHT be recalled that Bobby 
Jones keeps his feet closer togeth- 

er during the swing than any other 
star. This lets him use much less 
body tension. For this reason he 
can also keep more weight on the left 
foot at the top of the swing than most 
golfers carry, which means that he 
has less weight transference to look 
after. 

The golfer who stands with his 
or her feet wide apart will be 
more likely to find weight-shifting 
a harder problem. 

And the same golfer will be more 
likely to find his entire system replete 
with tension. Bobby Jones, of course, 
is built for this type of:stance. Jim 
Barnes would find it almost impossi- 
ble, what with his 6 feet 3 inches to 
handle on such a narrow foundation 
or platform. 


NO SHORTER SHOTS. 


It is undoubtedly helpful to keep 
the feet closer together on the shorter 
pitches and chip shots. It is here that 
one is more likely to tighen up and 
hurry the swing, and with ‘the feet 
fairly close together there is less 
chance of hurry and jabbing. 


If one keeps the feet well apart 
there is a far greater tendency to 
stoop over too much, and this ties 
up the back, which also means 
the top of ‘the spine and the 
neck, 

Miss Wethered believes in settling 
most of the weight below the waist 
and leaving the upper part of the body 
free to work with the swing. Jones 
became a much better putter and a 
much better short-game payee, just 
off the green. when he brought. his 
heels together for thesé more delicate 
operations, There is no demand’ on 
power for a short pitch, a chip shot or 
a putt. This is merely a matter. of 
esse stroking. 

et the majority of-golfers, on 

Pores short ‘pitches or chip shots, 
spread the feet well apart, stoop 
over and thereby expand various 
muscles info a tautness that ap- 
proaches a rubber band drawn 
out, all ready for the sudden 
snap. 

On these shorter shots only. the 
hands, wrists and arms need to 
used. The body must be kept in plia- 
ble eo for if it isn’t the body ten- 
sion will spread at once to the hands 
and wrists, causing them to perform 
sudden and hurried antics that have 
no relation to proper stroking. The 
main idea the golfer must face is to 
put himself in position to make the 
stroke easier and simpler, without 
adding any extra complications in the 
way of stance and body position.

guilty. This action: was strikingly 
similar to that of Professor Leonid 
Ramzin and his seven co-defendants 
in the initial “interventionist war” 
trial some weeks ago. 


The confession of Viadimir Groman, 
government economist and erstwhile 
member of the presidium of the state 
planning commission, was said to de- 
clare that Rudolf Hilferding, former 
German finance minister, actively had 
supported the plot. 


Nicholas Krylenko, prosecutor, in- 
dicated that the new trial—presum- 
ably to follow much the same lines 
as the Ramzin trial—would differ in 
that it would bring out a wealth of 
documentary evidence, including coded 
messages oh wrappers of newspapers 
mailed between Berlin and Moscow. 


It is alleged that Ramzin attended 
executive sessions of the Menshevist 
organization and gave money to some 
of the men now under indictment. 
The Menshevists are, incidentally, 
remnants of the old Menshevist, or 
minority, political party, traditionally 
opposed to the bolshevists, or majority 
party. 

The charges declare that the Men- 
shevists and the peasant party, co- 
operating with the Ramzinites, plan- 
ned a coalition provisional govern- 
ment. It is alleged in the 110-page 
indictment that Isaac Rubin, indicted 
Menshevist professor of political econ- 
omy, kept secret documents in his priv- 
ate study at the Marx-Engels institute 
throughout last year, handing them to 
David Ryazanov, famous Marxist au- 
thority, who was expelled from the | 
communist party yesterday “for trea-_ 
son,’ but was not indicted. 

Aside from the German connections 
alleged in the indictment, the charges 
in this trial, as in the Ramzin affair, 
seek to involve the French general 
staff and White Russians organiza- 
tions in Paris. Ramzin and his co- 
defendants were given prison sentences 
up to 10 years.

DONALD DEFEAT 
FREELY FORECAST 


Belief Grows That Elec-| 
tions Soon Will Be Call- } 


ed in Britain. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—(UP)—The 


fall of the labor government under the} 


weakening effect of recurrent defeats 
in both branches of parliament was 
freely forecast in opposition quarters 
today. 

The lobby gossip in the house of 
commons among persons hitherto in- 
clined toward support of the ministry 
headed .by Premier J. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald indicated a growing belief that 
general elections would be called with- 
in three months. 

The labor government’s tenure of 
power, approaching two years, has 
already exceeded the fondest hopes 
of many of its friends, and even nu- 
merous of its members. 

The increase of unemployment to 
upwards of 2,500,000 persons during 
the labor administration alone has 
tended to weaken its position—despite 
the logical contention that unemploy- 
ment ‘would have increased, possibly 
to greater figures, had the labor party 
not been in power. 

The predictions of general elections 
in three months came today on the 
heels of two defeats yesterday, one 
on the significant trade disputes bill. 
An amendment was approved which 
the trade unionists insisted took the 
teeth from the bill and ‘made it even 
less satisfactory than the present act 
passed’ under the conservative regime 
several years ago. 

This defeat was regarded as the 
deepening shadow of futility ‘seen 
eclipsing MacDonald's legislative pro- 
gram. The cabinet must meet to con- 
sider the disposal of the bill as it now 
stands, probably early next week. 

It is assumed that the bill is dead, 
however, and the only question now is 
the point of when it will be with- 
drawn by the government. 

The general elections—the _ first 
since the late spring of 1929—were be- 
lieved brought appreciably closer by the 
fact that some liberal party members 
in e-ommons are increasingly convinced 
that their support of the laborites. is 
steadily weakening the liberal posi- 
tion throughout the country. 


The electoral reform bill is the next | 


major piece of legislation to he con- 
sidered. It is to come up possibly 
Tuesday, when the premier will use 
the “guillotine” motion for the re- 
maining stages of this act. Under 
this motion, the bill will be permitted 
to remain five days in committee, 
three days in the report stage and 
then up for the third reading.
